Pja.oiflo Kkilwaiy Scandal- 

' The bold ohargea of corrttption modo 
agttinst the Dominion Govornmont by Mr. 
Huntington have given riso to ilisoussions 
and nimors which agitate Canatln as she 
has seldom been agitated. The Toronto 
^&/o6ej' gloating over the possiblo inospuct 
of damaging the Govcrnmout or the rail- 
way sehsmo, or both, has given up the 
greater portion of its spiieo for weeks to 
tlio snbject, sometimes coming out with 
Hvo loading urtielos a day on it/^Inas- 
mtioh as'British Columbia is iuterosted 
iii,.t.he suocess of the railway scheme, per- 
haps to a greater extent than any other 
Province, it is desirable that our local 
readers shonld bo kept iuformeil upon 
this subject. Tho following article which 
appeared in tho leading column of tho 
Toronto Mail, will, therefore, require no 
apology, ns it will convey a hotter idea 
of liow matters stood on the 17th inst. 
than anything we might write ;— 

"It is diflicnlt to Imd words in wliicli to 
charaotoriso Mr. Huntington's conduct on 
Thursday night. Ho is the accuser of tlio 
■ Government. Ho has laid at their door 
by far the gravest charge tho public men 
of this country have ever been caUedupon 
to answer. The Government have sur- 
rendered themselves fearlessly to an en- 
quiry. They have hnndeuiVed thoiuselves 
and armed their assailants with tho full- 
est power of attack. If there be a scintilla 
of truth in the chai'ge,the machinery auiJ- 
plied to tho Committee cannot fail to drag 
it into daylight. But for all that, the 
chief accuser is uncomfortable. He feels 
that ho has assumed too much. Ho knows 
that with tho collapse of his accusations 
ho will bo consigned to infamy, and tho 
Party to which ho belongs covered with 
shame. Therefore he is anxious to put 
an ex'parteatOTj into the public mind, 
there to ferment, fostered by tho virulent 
misropresontation of Party organs, until 
the accused are in coairt. Twice ho makes 
the attempt; lirst, when ho urgss that the 
enquiry shall bo hold while Sir Hugh Al- 
lan antl Mr. Abbott are away in England ; 
secondly, on Thursday night, when un- 
der the bald.pretance of securing certain 
doctimonis he endeavors to m'ahe public 
the letter which is the flimsy basis of the 
whole monstrous fabric. He attempts, in 
fact, to get a verdict from the spectators 
in tho Court while tho judges are oil' the 
bench, and tho accused outside. 

"To Mr. Huntington's request that cer- 
tain dpauments be forthwith secured, Sir 
John A. Macdonald cordially as-sents; but 
asking no more than tho commonest male- 
factor would rccoivo, ho demands that cr 
parte evidence be shut out until tlie prop- 
erly constituted tribunal is ready to hear 
it. Tho accuser whines out that "tlu! re- 
marks of the leader of tho Government 
bad placed him in or different position 
from that in which ho expected to be 
Ijlaced." His boasted documents and the 
all-Hesh-is-grass trustee who is supposed 
. to hold them had failed to frighten tlie ac- 
cused. Mr. Huntington had looktnl for 
- refusal; ho was met hy hearty supi)ort; 
and his subsequent address was the wail 
of one who had realized that he was sink- 
ing with the onus of his own foul accusa- 
tsou. 

"Now, what do tho orf^'ans s.iy ? They 
have been dechiring hitherto that tho Pre- 
mier was anxious to postp(jne invesliKa- 
tion; but wlien he readily assists Jlr. 
Huntington to prevent one of his witness- 
es from, running av/ay, they insinuate 
that tho testimony for tho prosoontion has 
been tainpored with, and that tho aci'usi'd 
on that account feels lu) iilann! ^VlMlsl; j 
tho men of Canada if there is iu this even j 
the semblance of that justice wliich .Mr. 
Piclcard of tho Opposition was willinj^ to 
mete out to "the meanest dog in tho coun- 
try." It is not enough, that the Govern- 
ment yield to their accusers overy strong- 
hold with which the law surrouiuls orio 
accused. It is not enough that thoy 
stand by and hear two of tiieir Judf,'(\s, 
Messrs Blake and Dorion, sontencnng 
them to expulsion from ofiico before a par- 
ticle of evidence has boon submitted. It 
is uot enough that they jassist their as- 
Bailauts to procure the witnesses on whoso 
supposed testimony tho charge has been 
based, but of whoso integrity Mr. Hun- 
tiuKton has grave doubts Nothing but 
a i)lea of guilty to that of which their 
conscionees acquit them will satisfy the 
blind fury of their ojipononts. 

"WheutUey submit to an extortionate 
demand, they are described as cravens; 
whfin thev lU'ofest apainst an injustice, it 
is tho timidity of ,f,'uilt. This is not an 
impeachment — it is a rabid iierscculioii. 
It is not a charge, calm, judicial, ileliliera- 
tivo, but an .".ttempt to convii^t by a pro- 
gramme, the like of which no Judge in 
any land would tolerate, were the olijoct 
of its attack a murderer. Thero will be 
aterrilile day of reckoning for tliiw. Wii.'n 
it is i)rovoiv, as it will be jjroven, beyiiud 
a pcradveuture, that this charge is but tlu; 
outgrowtli of dissapointed malice, ])nhli(! 
opinion will put tho accusers into the Imx 
where the accused now stand, and brinfj 
in a true bill tiiat will teach a lesson to 
jjartisiin madness for all time to come. 

Those Telegrams ! 

Wo were so unf()rtunato as to receive 
all excdusive telegram from OLta\Ta and 
])ublish it. One iu some respects ainiiliir, 
yet dilloring iu important iJartioulars, ap- 
■ peared contemporaneously in tho local 
Grit print. Yesterday morning the (irit- 
ling aforesaid devoted a leading article to 
an amusing attempt at l oconciling tlio 
discrepancies iu those tolograma. Ihit 
not content with that, "Squeaking Tom" 
of tho tiiird pago must put in hisoar, and, 
as usual, say some very silly and sjiitpfiil 
things. The discre])ancieH which are 
said to have so greatly pu/.zlod the public 
are easily explained: The telegram ])ul)- 
lisliod by our local contemporary came 
from sources, (as all its Ottawa tele- 
grams have for some time back), where- 
as ours c.imo from Ministerial sourcos. 
In HO far as "S(jueaking Tom's" vih^ iiu- 
Ijutatioiis are concerned, we must, of 
course, treat tliom witli the same con- 
tempt we would treat tiieii' author; but

Banco) to whose liouso ho had been con- 
veyod on tho night of the accident, and 
who had been in attendance on him night 
and day up to the time of tho arrival of 
his intended.

National Board of Tntdo, thn Huhjccl 
will receive tlio fullest ooiisidenitiou of 
the Government of Canada.

Tho Times of 
tiiis morning asks who are now the trai- 
tors? Tho.se who advoe'ate an .Vmorican 
railway tiirough .\iiierie.ui territory, or 
tlioso who seek by the assistance of out- 
side capital to give Canada a railway of 
her own? It is evident that tli(! rank and 
file of tlie ( Jrit< are beiiigdragged through 
the mire, ami that their leaders art> inirsii- 
ing one ])olicy and emleavoring to lead 
them to the belief that tiiey are desirous 
of pursuing another. It is clear that a 
gross fraud ia being attempted on the pub- 
lic by these wouhl-be leaders of public 
opinion, and that noithor nonor, honesty 
or i>atriotisni is at the b!)ttoiii of their op- 
posilio:i to the M'lieiiii^ of tin! Ciovernmont 
in coiineel ion with the I'aeilie K.iilway. 

Honey Bcgh by Mail. 

."V Htran;-;'e (|iiestii>n is now hofdre the 
United Stales I'n.^t Olliee i h'l.iirtmeut 
(leneral. A man in .Massacliiiscitis has 
invented a 011^40 composed of wood and 
wire netting to send honey bees througii 
the mails. The trap is a block of wood 
about six inches long and two inches 
wi'ie by an iiicii 111 depth; in this tliree 
largo lioles arc! bor(>d nearly through, 
and the underside is covered with a 
lino wire nettinof. Seven bees, inclu- 
ding a queen-bee, are placed iu eacii 
eompartinent, and are introduced 
through a hole in the side of tlio block, 
which is plugged up by a ])icre of 
sponge soaked in lioiiey. 'I'be post- 
masters and (derlv-s (d)ject to iheso 
])ackttgos, for the alleged reason that 
tlio honey soaks through the paper 
placed over the holes, and daubs other 
mail matter in contact; and, besides, as 
one poslniasterconiplained, "the elerks 
ill the oiliee did not e'et through exa- 
mining, and stiiilyilig tlie coiilnvaneo 
until the bees stung every one of them, 
and in showing them how it was made 
find how to handle it without injury, 
tho coiifoiDuIed things stung him, too." 
Tho I'ostiiiastdr-Clenoral will bo asked 
to decide the (luestidii, (Ic'iim-al liiii- 
lor is Counsel liir the inventor.

Two Royal Marxiages. 

Sinirularllritlal CoRtumoa— BismarokDaiio 
Ing wltlx a, Tnpor 111 hla Band. 

' Berlin oiid*yiennS A^ere enlivened 
last month by a royal nmiviagc iu each 
city! The' pictures of the (couples Imvo 
already appeared in the " Daily Grap- 
hic," with cable despatches eonceniiiig 
the eevenionies, and now our European 
exchanges come filled with accounts of 
tho festivities ■which preceded and fol- 
lowed the nuptials. 

In Vienna tho ante-nuptial court 
festiv:ils were marked by the admission 
of niombors of tlio press, a eircuinstaiiee 
verry uiuujual at exclusive gatherings 
of tho kind. The match was one known 
to be of mutual inclination and not of 
politics, and the peo])lo gave free vent 
to their joy:-niany cliaritablo institu- 
tions wore established in honor of the 
occasion, and nil tho provinces and 
towns sent deputations to congratulate 
tho Imperial couple. Hungarian and 
Polish magnates, in tlunr national 
costuiues, knights of various orders, 
generals, ambassador.s, and ladies of 
rank, gilve Austrian festivities an ap- 
jioarnnce'of extreme magnificence. 

At the marriage of Emperor Wil- 
liolni's nephew some (]ueer postnuptial 
eeronioiiialH of the olden t,ime wereob- 
served. The])i('tly, bhisliing young i 
bride arrived Irom Aitunlnirg iu tlie 
state carriage of the royal family, a 
house ou wheels, all gilt, and surmoun- 
ted by a helmet and crown, drawn by 
eight horses, its exterior crowded 
with pages aiul lackeys of all degrees. 
The cerc'iiiony was jierforined in the 
Palace Chajiel in till' jireseiiee of the 
members of the two families. Then 
came supper aud the extraordinary 
jjageiintof the "Faekel Tanz," which, 
in accordance with old court customs, 
closed the day, or night. The Berlin 
correspondent of the Loiidon "'limes" 
gives the following ilesuription of the 
closing eutertainnieut: 

The "Fackel Tanz," or Torchlight 
Minuet, *is a court rite performed, curi- 
ously onougli, not by the Ghainberlains, 
but by the members of tlu! C'abinot on 
c)ccasion of lioyal marriages. Tlie 
torches symbolical of hymeneal bliss, 
have, indeed, been long siij)erHeded by 
tapers of cxqnisito odour and light; but 
now, as "JOO years ago, tho Ministers of 
the Crown consider it an honor to be se- 
lected to move gr;ieefully up and down 
to tho mcasuroil ctidence of the music, 
and, candle iulmnd, pay their respects 
to the now married couple. So highly 
valued is tho honor of sharing in the 
display in the present instance a c[ues- 
tioii had arisen as to the member of 
the Cabinet who should liavotlio "jias" 
of tho others. Count Boon, being the 
Prussian Premier, claimoil precedence 
of Prince Bismarck, who, iu his Prus- 
sian capacity, is only .Minister oi For- 
eign Atfairs; while Prince Bismarck, 
asserting the (icrman C'haiu.'ollor to be 
a more important ])ersonage than any 
Prussian Minister, Premier included, 
insisted 011 his light to lead ofl the 
Minuet, and marshal tho luminous host 
before the Royal throne. I ticed hard- 
ly say that, as usual, the Prince had it 
his own way, stopped first and foremost 
and hold tho biggest taper. Tho rain- 
inistoral preliidis over, tlie briile, like- 
wise in accordance with traditional 
eti(juctte, walked u[i to tht! J-',iiiperor, 
ami, bowing low. re(|ucsted the hoiU)r 
of dancing with his .Majesty. Tliis was 
llie signal for a general polonaise of the 
Court, .Ministers always keeping aliead 
torck in hand. At the conclusion of 
tho polonais, tho young couple retired, 
the members of the Cabinet having 
previously resigned their tapers to a 
like number of pages, whose olHce it is 
to light the iiapjiy pair to their apart- 
ments. Immediately after, occurred 
the remarkable ceremony of the distri- 
bution of the Garter, common to all 
classes in tho middle ages, but now- 
adays observed only by re)yalty and 
tiio country fidk of some pririiilive dis- 
tricts' A ribauci called the ]5rido' Gar- 
ter, with her initials interwoven in it, 
is presented to the gentlemen of the 
Court who pin it round their coat 
sleeves, carrying it home as a tro])hy 
of the day and a reminiscence of tlie 
d:i.y- _^ 

In a letter to the Ttmen, the well known 
corro.'!pondent, "S. G. O." (Lord Sidney 
Goldopliiii Osborn) , makes a powerful iii)- 
pe.il to public sympathy on liehalf of Mr. 
Weigiiinau, a barrister, now undergoing 
iniprisDiiinent witli hard labor for nix 
months, a t(!rni in wliieii, iiisliiad of two 
years, his jiunisbniiuit was reducoil on the 
strong urgenco of tho jury, for stealing a 
book from the Inner Templo library. "I 
liavo known," saystlie rev. and noldo wri- 
ter, "case after case tried of woniei; who 
liavodeliboratidy niurdereil their oll'spriilg 
who have got oil' with h'ss ) luiiislimont, or 
been even ac([uitted iu the face of ovor- 
whediuing evidenei!, beeaiiHe— tho tenii)ta- 
tion had weighed with jury and judgo. As 
for men who have beaten their irives 
witliiii an iiicli of death, tli(>y for over es- 
cape with a milder correction than this, of 
a starving, utterly friendless — for help — 
ii.irrister, who, driven to despiu'al ion, 
steals ten shillings' worth of |)rinli'd mat- 
ter to got food. There is One wiio knows 
what that poor creature's mind oudured 
tho day ho was thus morally blind-strick- 
en. Tiiert! will bo pardon with Him. for lie 
treads not lianlly 0:1 a re(>(l wo bruised. [ 
should indeed gi'ifive if 1 tlif)nglit there 
was less of iiioi'cy to bo fiuuid where 
I'^artli's iiierev llows."
